International naval conference, and 
of Admiral William H. Standley, 
chief of naval operations. 

A spokesman for the United 
States delegation called the move | 
preposterous, pointing out that 
Davis and Admiral Standley had 
full authority to negotiate.

TWENTY DOLLA 


NEW YORK, Feb. 19—Ten 

thousand $20 gold pieces, great- 
est haul since enactment of the 
gold hoarding act of 1934, were 
seized by United States Secret 
service agents Tuesday.

AIMED AT IN 
LEGISLATION 


Bill to Amend Insurance, 
Act Has Passed Second | 
Reading 


Aiming to make Alberta's insur- 
ance legislation uniform with that 
of other provinces, an amending 
bill to the Alberta Insurance Act 
has been introduced into the legis- 
lature and has passed second read- 
ing. It is likely that the legislation 
will be proclaimed simultaneously 
in the various provinces. 

One significant amendment is 
that there is increased the amount 
of a policy to not more than $2,000, 
under which it may he provided 
that the insurance money may be 
made payable to certain relatives 
or to persons having an equitable 
claim thereto by reason of expense 
incurred for maintenance of the 
insured. 


PERIOD OF GRACE 

It also requires that every pol- | 
icy shall provide as to the period 
of gtace, the conditions of rein- 
statement in the event of lapse and 
cash surrender or loan value and 
any options as to paid-up or extend- 
ed insurance, any right to partici- | 
pation in profits or otherwise, and} 
in the case of disability insurance, | 
the notice of disablement to be| 
given to the insurer. | 

There is prov'sion for as to the | 
rights of reinstatement of the in- | 
sured. where the policy has lapsed | 
and the cash value has not been | 
paid and any options for extended 
| insurance have not been exercised. 
| Provision is made for policies of 
| fraternal societies by which the in- 
| surance moncy is payable to heirs, | 
| legal heirs, lawful heirs and next of | 
| kin.

A LEAD FROM WASHINGTON 


President Roosevelt asked Congress to vote 
$1,746,000,000 to pay soldiers’ bonuses—and 
started guessing by saying no new taxation will 
be needed to raise the money. 

There are two other ways to get it. Gov- 
ernment can borrow the money; or it can create 
it, 

Since the “sound money” crowd have been 
shouting from the house-tops that more debt 
would ruin the country, there is at least an 
even chance the President will issue new cur- 
rency, instead of borrowing. 

Canadians who have had all they want of 
scarce money deflation will hope he does that. 
If he does, Canada’s Government will be en- 
couraged, to some degree impelled, to do 
likewise. 


THAT TELEPHONE SYSTEM 

The provincial telephone system “is not for 
sale,’ Premier Aberhart says, unless some one 
should offer a price too good to be refused. 

The figures quoted, as showing the results 
of about thirty years’ operation of the syslem, 
hardly suggest a likelihood of anyone doing 
that. 

The system cost $30,000,000. It is now valued 
at $15,000,000. Bad debts and losses in operat- 


ing impossible lines are credited with eating up 


half the value of the enterprise. 
The late Government despaired of making 
the system pay and started to break it in pieces 


and sell it to municipalities. The Premier 
thinks what is left of it is worth as much to the 
province as it would be to a company. Hence 


offers to buy at a figure the Government would 
accept are rather unlikely. 

The failure of the telephone system is the 
hardest blow the public ownership principle 
ever received in Alberta. The outlook is that 
the province will have to continue to operate it, 
whether at a loss or not. 


CAN'T SOMETHING BE DONE? 

Religion and politics are getting so badly 
tangled-up in this province that nobody can tell 
where one ends and the other begins. What 
makes the confusion more confounding is that 
the two do not seem to agree as to what is going 
to become of us. 

Last week the Social Credit members of 
the legislature filled the days and the news- 
papers with happy forecasts of the good time 
coming when we shall all be drawing dividends, 
when poverty shall flee away and happiness 
and sweet content be the birthright of every 
favored resident of Alberta. It was a picture 
to inspire hope and faith and confidence and 
courage, painted in the glowing colors of a 
Turner sunset. 

But on Sunday along came Hon. E. C. Man- 
ning and upset this “dope” entirely. Four 
great empires, he said, have come and gone 
according to Scriptural arrangement, but a 
fifth is on the way, and it is going to give man- 
kind a particularly tough time. Anti-Christ 
himself is to be the supreme dictator, democracy 
will be no more, and things will be awful. This 
is bad, 

Not only bad for those tuckless descendents 
of ours who will be here when the super-Nero 
gets to running things, but bad for those of us 
who are here now. Because, if that is what the 
world is coming to, what is the use bothering 
about Social Credit or monetary reform or any 
other schemes to make the world better? If 
these are to all end in ashes and ruin and op- 
pression by Divine command, then we are 
Wasting time trying to do anything about it. 

Surely there must be some way to bring the 
happy forecasts of Mr. Maynard and Mr. Ander- 
son and Mr. Foster into alignment with the 
dreadful predictions of Daniel, and keep one set 
of prophets from destroying the plans of the 
other? 


THE MILL RATE 

Edmonton taxpayers, according to Comp- 
troller Hodgson, may get off with a 60 mill rate 
this year, if the city council 

Capitalizes half the relief costs, $250,000; 

Postpones sinking fund charges of $250,000; 

Takes advantage of the sinking fund Joan 
consolidation plan to reduce outlay by $180,000, 


Or the rate can be made 56.5 mills if 
council: 

Does all these things 

Capitalizes the $140,000 deficit from last 


year 
And cuts $25,000 off the school board esti- 
mates, 
Mayor Clarke, as a third alternative, sug- 
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gests that the rate can be set at 52 mills if 
council: 

Does all these things; 

And budgets for a deficit of $250,000. 

Neither, it will be noted, suggests that the 
city could pay its way this year, meeting all 
the year’s charges out of taxation and utility 
profits, even at the 60 mill tax rate, if all taxes 
were paid. There is no hope of that. 

Council may as well, in these difficult cir- 
cumstances, get away from the detailed figures 
to the broad facts of why the figures are what 
they are. 

This city will go bankrupt, and most other 
cities with it, unless civic debts are refunded 
and interest rates brought down to some reason- 
able relationship to taxpayer earnings. 

Neither can the city pay relief costs out of 
current revenue. Larger and wealthier cities 
are not doing that, or trying to do it. 

On these two major’ points there will have 
to be a showdown and a final settlement, with 
the provincial and probably the _ federal 
authority having to take a hand. 

Meantime, all council can do is levy for so 
much taxes es can be collected. A 52 mill rate 
will encourage payment and bring in meney. 
Anything higher than that will discourage pay- 
ment and bring the city another flock of titles 
to unwanted and unprofitable property. 

Council should strike a 52 mill rate forth- 
with and proceed to collect, capitalizing the 
whole of its direct relief costs, instead of only 
half.

Produced on a masterly scale 
with leading players and all 
the resources of the modern 
producer, the entrancing and 
uplifting story is a modern 
sermon on the old theme that 
he who loses his life shall 
find it. It is a sermon that far 
excels in the fulness and 
vividness of its: presentation, 
anything that the most elo- 
quent of ancient or modern

Lloyd C. Douglas's novel from which the 
screen play is made, was seized on by the lead- 
ers of the Oxford Movement and other religious 
bodies for its theme of the unselfish life. It 
ran through forty printings. Yet the numbers 
of those who will see it on the screen will be 
many fold more than those who will have read 
the story. They will see it on the screen with 
a realism and power impossible even to the 
most intense and imaginative reader. 

The story is in the present day. A rich was- 
trel youth, played by Robert Taylor, is brought 
back to life after a mad escapade. His survival 
had been at the cost of the life of a skilled and 
hilanthropic physician.

A seeking “Magnificent Obsession” will not claim 


the use of the screen for their own. The screen 
is being used for the education of children and 
of doctors, for the transmission of news and the 
advancement of political parties. Why should 
it not be used for the advancement of practical 
religion? 


As a matter of cold fact, the screen as the 
child of the stage, is the grandchild of the 
church. Our drama had its origin in the 
morality plays and passion plays of the media- 
eval church. It goes back to the days when the 
ecclesiastical machinery provided for an actual 
Devil’s advocate, who put forth the claims of the 
world, the flesh and the devil—only to be 
worsted, of course, by the arguments of the 
priest. 

Even sermons have undergone a mighty 
change from the days when Vincent Ferrer 
preached six-hour sermons to the Breton pea- 
sants, when John Knox thundered out his 
jeremiads at painful length, ‘or the relatively 
recent days when Scottish divines would have 
felt recreant and incapable had they finished 
theif “thirdly, brethren” and their final words 
of admonition under two hours. 

Nowadays twenty minutes is the accepted 
limit, and preachers cudgel their wits for snappy 
titles and modern topics. When concert stars 
are impressed into paid choirs and musical fea- 
tures are advertised as attractions, a long step 
has been taken toward using the screen to 
teach moral precepts in everyday life. Most 
moderns would be more affected by the por- 
trayal of a problem in modern life and its 
happy solution, than by lessons drawn from

Its cnief disadvan- 
tage—which probably accounts for those who 
have not had success with it—is that the 
ether in it is highly volatile and the com- 
pound ts liable to deteriorate in its effec- 
tiveness.”

Gemeroy tells me, is achieved by the use of an 
active drug to draw out the moisture from the 
dentine. Moisture acts as a conductor for 
sensation With the moisture temporarily 
withdrawn from the dentine, the pain cannot

False Croup 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

During the cold winter months, those mothers 
whose small children have a tendency to attacks 
of croup, will spend many anxious nights. 
These mothers want to know what to do for 
the youngsters during the croupy attacks and 
also how to prevent croup from returning. 

The most common kind of 
croup is that which is often 
called false croup, or catarrh- 
al croup. While it is terrify- 
ing to watch, particularly for 
the mother who has not seen 
an attack before, it is never- 
theless not a serious disorder 
and there is no danger what- 
soever. On the other hand, 
true croup, or membranous 
croup is a severe disorder 
requiring the attention of a 
doctor and is in the nature of a diphtheritic 
inflammation of the larynx. The treatment of 
the latter form of croup calls for expert help. 


False croup, sometimes referred to as spas- 
modic croup, is marked by a_ spasm of the 
muscles of the larynx. It commonly affects 
children about three years old and as a general 
rule, does not appear beyond the age of five. 
The child who has had one attack appears to 
have a predisposition to later attacks, and it is 
the usual thing for the attacks to be repeated. 
The mother soon learns to listen for the first 
sign of the characteristic croupy cough and 
when she hears it, she knows what is coming. 
In children who are fed incorrectly, the return 
of the attacks is much more likely, and such 
children may be affected several times during a 
single winter. ' 

Usually the child seems to be in good health 
on the day preceding the attack of croup, which 
comes during the night. About midnight, the 
characteristic croupy cough begins, which re- 
sembles a hoarse bark. The child has difficulty 
in breathing, and appears to be in distress, his 
anxiety being communicated to the mother. As 
the child tries to draw air through the nar- 
rowed opening of the glottis, a peculiar harsh, 
whistling sound is heard which will penetrate 
to the next room. The attack is generally over 
within three or four hours. The following day 
the child appears to be well and the same 
croupy attack is likely to be repeated the second 
night. The attack which comes on the third 
night is apt to be much more mild and after 
that the child escapes for a time. 

While the attack seems to result from ex- 
posure to cold or damp or from indigestion, the 
underlying cause is built up by faulty habits 
of living, including wrong feeding, constipa- 
tion, lack of fresh air and insufficient vigorous 
exercise. The removal of these causes will help 
to overcome the predisposition to croup. 

During the actual spasm of the muscles of 
the larynx, the child will be helped by assist- 
ing him to vomit, by giving a small enema, 
and by keeping him warm. If the difficulty in 
breathing is marked, the use of hot applications 
over the larynx may prove of value, or steam 
may be inhaled from a croup kettle, the kettle 
and the child being covered by a tent. During 
the following day the child should be kept 
warm and should be given only crange juice. 
He should omit all regular meals until he is 
once more able to sleep through the night 
without an attack. 

In removing the tendency to the attacks, 
allow the child plenty of fresh air. Sponging 
the chest and neck with cold water will be 
found helpful. The child who obtains an 
abundance of fresh air appears to be less sus- 
ceptible to attacks of false croup than the child 
indoors in an over-heated room.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Ruth B. writes: “I find that 
rinsing my hair with water to which I add the 
juice of a lemon helps to keep it soft. Will this 
injure the hair?” 

ANSWER: A lemon rinse such as you de- 
scribe is generally considered to be beneficial 
to the hair. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Henry I. says: “Will sure- 
ly appreciate it if you will tell me how to fix 
baked ground beets.” 

ANSWER: Select small tender beets and 
scrub thoroughly with a vegetable brush. With- 
out peeling, cut into small pieces and run 
through a food chooper. Place in a dry, flat 
pan to a depth of two inches and bake tightly 
covered for’ 15 minutes. Remove cover and 
place under the broiler flame until browned on 
top. Serve with butter.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date (Wednesday) in 
1882 Egerton Ryerson died at 
Toronto. Son of Joseph Ryerson, 
a United Empire Loyalist, who 
came to Upper Canada via New 
Brunswck, he was born at Vite 
toria in 1803. On reaching man- 
hood he abandoned the Church 
of England for Methodism, there- 
by gaining the anger of his 
father, who banished him from 
his home. In 1825 he entered the 
Methodist ministry and from that 
time until his appointment as 
superintendent of education in 
1844 he fought a constant battle 
with Bishop Strachan to gain 
for the Methodist Church equal- 
ity with the Church of England, 
using as one powerful weapon 
The Christian Guardian which he 
founded in 1829. In politics he 
was a Reformer and thus more or 
less identified with William Lyon 
Mackenzie until after a visit to 
England to voice the claims of 
his church in 1832 he was abused 
by Mackenzie and from then on 
the cleric showed that though he 
wanted reform he wanted it by 
constitutional means. Mackenzie 
attacked Ryerson time and again,

on one occasion dubbing him 
“The Benedict Arnold of Can- 
ada”, but Ryerson paid little at- 
tention to the “little Scot’, de- 
voting most of his time to that 
other Scot, Bishop Strachan, who 
had abandoned his born Presby- 
terian faith for the Church of 
England and was the latter's 
most potent defender. 

It was not until 1842 that Ryer- 
son secured legal recognition of 
the rights of Methodists to hold 
church property; then he decided 
to devote the rest of his life to 
the cause of education. After two 
years’ travel in Europe he re- 
turned to Toronto and prepared 
that series of reports which form- 
ed the basis for the “Act for the 
better Establishment and Main- 
tenance of Common Schools in 
Upper Canada,” passed in 1846, 
which was the basis of the pub- 
lic school system not only of On- 
tario but of a majority of the 
western provinces, The principles 
then laid down by Egerton Ryer- 
son have remained a monument 
to his work. He retired in 1875 
and lived for five years in a well 
earned rest from his labors of 
half a century.

MUST MAKE GOOD 

Editor Bulletin: People seeking 
economic security and trying to 
shake the depression, got tired of 
Mr. Bennett's law, order and 
good government; saw no hope of 
ever shaking the policies pursued 
by the Conservative government;

OTTAWA, Feb. 19—“Women's or- 
ganizations,” Miss Winifrid Kydd 
said today, “should be so construct- 
ed as to embody all religions and 
all politics” as well as to include 
youth, 

The young, red-haired president 
of the National Council of Women 
declared in an interview women's 
organizations “should not be static 
as to age, for they should be com- 
posed of a gross section of the body 
politic to be of the greatest use to 
the community and the nation.” 

“It is particularily important at 
this time that women’s clubs should 
be adapted to include youth. We 
need their courage and faith in the 
future. Working with young people 
brings back the zest and keeness 
that is essential to success.” 

Miss Kydd mentioned the import- 
ance of retaining a sense of humor 
“we need it when we are most 
deadly in earnest, and most particu- 
larly is it essential when things go 
wrong. A sense of humor is really 
a feather bed on which we can fall 
back, and save ourselves the worst 
bumps.” 


Last September Miss Kydd was | 
among the delegates appointed by 


the Canadian government to attend 
the League of Nations assembly at 
Geneva. As president of the Nation- 
al Council of Women she heads a 
body which consists of a federation 
of women's organizations and 52 
local councils. She is also dean of 
women at Queen's University.

Historians assert that the famous 
Grecian philosopher, Socrates, and 
all his followers, never washed 
themeelves, because they felt that 
cleanliness led to vanity. They 
also refrained from the practice of 


washing, because they felt that it) 


took too much of their time. But 
we women today know full well 
that time spent in cleansing the 
skin is anything but wasted. For 
perfect cleanliness is essential for 
skin beauty, and a lovely complex- 
ion is one of the greatest of beauty 
assets. 

The oily type of skin is the one 
that needs soap and water cleans- 
ings most frequently. Most oily- 
skinned lasses give their skin 
plenty. of such cleansing treatments, 
but I've found that, although the 
external treatment of an oily skin 
is important, ‘his condition also 
requires internal treatment. A diet 
tich in fats, sugars and starches 
puts burden on the digestive sys- 
that have a detrimental effect on 
the skin. Excess fat in the diet in- 
creases the oily secretions of the 
sebaceous glands, and pores grow 
large and coarse in their hopeless 
effort to expel the fctty excess. 


SKINS OF VARIOUS TYPES 

There are, of course, different 
types of oily skin. But it is my 
opinion that all types would show 
an improvement if the usual ex- 
ternal cleansing and toning treat- 
ments were accompanied by a cor- 
rection of the diet, for the funda- 
mental cause of an oily skin is quite 
often systematic, a result of ill- 
balanced diet, imperfect digestion 
or incomplete elimination. The 
entire system must work like a per- 
fectly-timed engine if the skin is 
to retain its clearness and fine tex- 
ture. 

Heavy foods, fats, greasy pastries, 
sweets, rich gravies and sauces, and 
fried foods are the type that con- 
tribute to excessive oiliness of the 
skin. And the girl who is affl'cted 
with an oily skin shou'd restrain 
her taste for these foods. In place 
of them she should substitute fresh 
fruits, fresh vegetables and bulky 
foods. She should drink fruit 
juices in place of sodas, sundaes 
and sweets, if she must eat between 
meals. And finally, every oily- 
skinned damsel shou'd be sure to 
consume about eight or ten glasses

By ven- 
tilation is meant, not draughts and 
thin streams of cold air, but the 
planned ventilation that does not 
endanger health.. This may be the 
scientific type of heating system 
that automatically changes the air, 
the open fireplace (log or coal), 
whose open chimney acts as con- 
ductor of currents, or the simple 
flushing of the house, as before 
mentioned.

To flush the house two or three 
times a day, slip on out-door wraps 
to protect the children or put them 
in a warm room until the rest of 
the house is purified.

(385 degrees F.) until a golden 
brown. Or bake in a very hot oven 
(450 degrees F.) for ten to fifteen 
minutes. Serve with fresh maple 
syrup.

It is commonly believed that red 
wine is made from red grapes, pur- 
ple wine from purple grapes and white 
wine from white grapes. The color 
of the grape has nothing to do with 
the color of the wine produced. The 
color is determined by the method and 
type of fermentation White cham- 
pagne is made from’ grapes almost 
black, and Sherry a white wine, is 
made from both white and colored 
Red and white port are both 
made from the same grape. Another 
error regarding wines is the idea that 
they are always improved by age. Sci- 
entists say some wines are made in- 
ferior by aging.

information given the legislature 
by Hon. Charlies Cockroft, pro- 
vincial treasurer, in answer to 
questions by George (1. Van Al- 
len, K.C., Liberal, Edmonton. 

It is shown in the accounts that 
Major Douglas has a two-year con-| 
tract with the provincial govern- 
ment, and through this he will be! 


entitled to collect an additional 
$2,500 as the rest of his retaining 
fee of $5,000. 


SPECIAL FEE 


Also he will be entitled to collect 
a special fee of $2,000 if he makes 
the expected visit here in March, 
a visit which he has been invited to 
inake 

Thus, he is well on the way to 
costing the province a total of $11,- 


to one of Mr. Van Al- 
len’s questions, the minister states 
that fees paid to Major Douglas 
total $3,797, made up of a payment 
of $1,250 on April 10, 1934, on ac- 
count of his appearance before the 
legislative agricultural committee 
during the hearing on Social Credit | 
and a payment of $2,547 on April 
27, 1935, for consulting with the 
government, preparing and pre- 
senting a report. The first visit here 
was of three days duration and the 
second was three wecks 

The $2,322 expenses of Major)

Over and above the figures sup- 
plied by Hon. Mr. Cockroft, a pers 
usal of legislative records shows 
that the treasury paid $1,459 for the 
investigation of Social Credit be- 
fore the legislative agricultural 
committee in 1934, exclusive of the 
$250 paid to Major Douglas as a 
fee. Of the $1,459 expenses there 
was $1023 paid out for printing evi- 
dence and $300 for stenographic 
services.

Stressing the value of the chil- | 
dren to the community and empha- 
sizing the value of education § in 
building up the nation, S. A. Berg, 
Social Credit member of the legis- 


lature for Alexandra, in speaking in 
the legislature on Tuesday, declared 
that “it is high time that we bring 
our school system and school curri- 
culum up to date.”

ment do they get under our present 
system.” 


PAY EXHORBITANT PRICE ; 


He said that “they are asked to} 
pay an exhorbitant price for what- 
ever they have to buy in order to 
carry on farming operations and | 
again they are asked to produce} 
and sell their product at below cost | 
of production.” | 

Dealing with business conditions, 
he said he himself was conducting | 
a general store business in a rural 
point. He was obliged to handle 
produce from the farm, such as but- 
ter, eggs and vegetables, brought in 
by the trade. Last summer he paid | 
his customers the huge sum of five 
cents a dozen for good, fresh eggs, 
supposedly a first payment basis. 
He furnished shipping cases, hired 
a man to pack the eggs, carefully 
labelling each lot with the custom- 
ers’ name in compliance with the 
present Egg Act, shipped them to 
the packers here and when he got 
his returns from the packers for the 
eggs, he found that they averaged 
three cents a dozen, a straight loss 
of two cents a dozen, besides the 
cost of handling. “At the same time 
you people in Edmonton were pay- 
ing 17 and one half cents for Grade 
B eggs and thought you were get- 
ting a bargain. Where is this price 
spread of 14 and one half cents go- 
ing to?”

Man Kept Alive 
Three Years By 


Mechanics, Dies 

NEW YORK, Feb. 19.—A man 
who had been kept alive for more 
than three years by artificial res- 


piration died yesterday at Chid- 
dingfold, Surrey, says a special dis- 
patch from London to the New 
York Times. 

He was S. Crosby Halahan, aged 
64.. All the musclos of his body 
gradually had become atrophied 
and in 1932 he became unable to 
breathe without artificial respira- 
tion. The folowing year, Sir Wil- 
liam Bragg, scientist, devised an 
apparatus of football bladders con- 
hecied to a wide rubber tube, says 
the Times story. One bladder was 
tightly bandaged to Halahan's chest 
and the other, between two hinged 
boards, was worked by the feet like 
a bellows.
